Howard- Dallas Trip update 
1. ALA invited librarians from OWS to give presentation- 4 of them 
presented 
- challenged librarians on their idea of consensus 
- Howard asked if as librarians they were concerned w/ 
preserving material created by Occupy movement- they said 
yes, but they feel they really haven’t done enough to support 
archiving group 
2. Went to General Assembly for Occupy Dallas- was asked to speak 
- Talked about ActArcs activities- was asked if people could get 
hands on material we were working on etc. 
- we need to have all this material up on our site and easily 
accessible for all 
- Kelly will put up sidebar widget 
- Howard- have page geared specifically to Occupy people, with 
a sort of checklist of useful things for them 


Yvonne- 7 Tips sheet feedback 
- People want something more on-the-go reader friendly 
- Something like Home Movie Day kit (Does someone have a link 
for this?) 


National Call mention (minutes were sent out by Kelly) 
- Internet Archive willing to give OWS Media group server space! 


Collective Access- OWS/ Metadata spreadsheet 
- Yvonne- Collective Access may not be the best way to go 
- Tam/Wag- simple spreadsheet might be easier way to go 


Kelly- Having DAM and Collective Access will help us “sell” idea 
better to Media Group, having something to show them 

Anna- CA a starting place to get feedback 

Howard- spreadsheet may be better than having a learning 
curve w/ CA, *having lightweight things that are highly 
accessible to people is more in line with the movement* 
Yvonne- Omecca [what is this?] being used by Occupy Archives, 
easy to learn 

Kelly- concern is with maintaining the backend in the long term, 
need a metadata standard that is compatible with things like IA, 
or Archivist Toolkit etc. 

Howard- whatever is done needs to be exportable, construction 
of metadata fields and controlled vocab should consider what 
those standards might need, but we cannot control HOW people 
will fill out the fields (i.e. incorrectly) 

Archivist Toolkit is the higher standard to reach for because it 
requires more metadata than IA, less a question of syntax more 
a question of semantics 

*One eventual destination is Tamiment collection- look at what 
they are using in Archivist Toolkit 

*Kelly- What are the top 5 things we can ask people to deliver 
and deliver well, and then we can take care of the rest 

Howard- in the long run, think about separating out date fields 
(from file itself, when someone entered etc.) for verification 
purposes at some point 

Separate hashtag and twitter titles (important to movement, 
should be attached through metadata somehow, at some point)? 
Leave it up to working group to put in keywords and handles 
*Metadata fields discussed: 

Title, Creator?, Description, Keywords, Contact Email, Rights 
Info? (CC info), possible Event drop down menu, City/Place? 


**Kelly task- set up google form for OWS Media group to “turn in material” 
-Because all the media files are everywhere, difficult to really designate file
